Control  of  Chrome,  Magnesite  and  Wolfram.— The  Control 
Chrome,  Magnesite  and  Wolfram  (No.  i)  Order,  made  by  the 
aister  of  Supply,  comes  into  force  on  April  15.  Among  other 
)ducts  the  Order  covers  "magnesite,"  defined  as  including 
:ural  or  manufactured  magnesium  oxides,  hydroxides  or 
bonates  and  dolomite  and  any  mixtures  of  any  of  the  fore- 
ng,  with  or  without  water.  Under  the  Order  the  sale  and 
rchase  of  these  materials,  wherever  situated,  will  be  regulated 
a  licensing  scheme,  except  magnesite  costing  less  than  /is 
■  ton  delivered  at  consumers'  works. 

Molasses  and  Industrial  Alcohol  Prices  Increased. — The  Con- 
1  of  Molasses  and  Industrial  Alcohol  (No.  7)  Order,  made  by 
;  Minister  of  Supply,  permits  certain  increases  in  the  maximum 
ces  which  may  be  charged  for  molasses  as  laid  down  in  the 
itrol  of  Molasses  and  Industrial  Alcohol  (No.  2)  Order,  as 
ried  by  Order  No.  5  and  No.  6.  The  Order  further  allows  the 
sting  maximum  prices  for  industrial  alcohol  to  be  increased 
id.  per  proof  gallon,  this  increase  reflecting  part  of  the  higher 
;t  of  molasses  to  the  manufacturers.  The  maximum  prices 
lilarly  laid  down  for  methylated  spirit  and  for  solvents  have 
0  been  increased  in  certain  instances.  These  increases  are 
;asioned  by  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  alcohol  to  the 
thylators  and  solvent  manufacturers. 

War  Risks  Commodity  Insurance. — The  effect  of  the  War 
sks  (Commodity  Insurance)  (No.  3)  Order,  which  came  into 
ce  on  .\pril  3,  is  to  provide  that  a  penson  who  at  any  time  takes 
t  a  monthly  or  three-monthly  policy  under  the  commodity 
urance  scheme  shall  pay  not  less  than  one  month's  or  three 
inths'  premium  as  the  case  may  be.  The  object  of  this  amend- 
nt  is  to  ensure  that  the  amount  of  insurance  premium  payable 
lot  diminished  by  any  failure  or  delay  on  the  part  of  the  person 
[uired  to  insure  to  take  out  a  policy  at  the  beginning  of  the 
urance  period.  In  cases  w-here,  during  the  insurance  period,  a 
"son  who  is  already  insured  is  required  to  take  out  a  supple- 
:ntary  policy  to  cover  an  increase  in  the  value  of  goods  owned 
him,  or  a  person  who  did  not  previously  own  insurable  goods 
a  value  exceeding  £1,000  is  required  to  insure  (e.g.  on  starting 
siness  during  the  insurance  period),  arrangements  will  be  made 


under  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Board  of  Trade  by  the 
Defence  (War  Risks  Insurance)  Regulations,  1939,  to  adjust  the 
premium  to  the  amount  appropriate  to  the  period  of  liabiUty. 

Import  Licensing  of  Dyestuffs. — Notice  to  Importers,  No.  35, 
issued  by  the  Import  Licensing  Department  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  states  that,  in  future,  import  licences  for  the  following 
goods  will  be  issued  by  the  Import  Licensing  Department  on  the 
advice  of  the  Controller  of  Dyestuffs :  (a)  Synthetic  organic 
dyestuffs  (including  pigment  dyestuffs),  whether  soluble  or 
insoluble ;  (b)  Compounds,  preparations  and  articles  manu- 
factured from  any  such  dyestuffs,  except  any  such  compounds, 
preparations  and  articles  as  are  not  suitable  for  use  in  dyeing ; 
and  (c)  Organic  intermediate  products  u.sed  in  the  manufacture 
of  any  such  dyestuffs.  Applications  and  inquiries  should  accord- 
ingly be  addressed  to  the  Controller  of  Dyestuffs,  King's  House, 
42  King  Street  West,  Deansgate,  Manchester,  3.  Every  applica- 
tion .should  provide  information  as  to  the  intended  usage  in  this 
respect  (i.e.  Government  contracts,  export  or  home  trade),  and 
should  state  the  estimated  period  for  which  the  goods  to  which 
it  relates  would  suffice.  Importers  are  warned  that  licences  will 
not  normally  be  issued  for  the  importation  of  dyestuffs  for  use 
solely  in  the  production  of  goods  for  the  home  market.  Forms 
of  application  can  be  obtained  from  the  Import  Licensing 
Department  er  from  the  office  of  the  Controller  of  Dyestuffs  or 
from  the  office  of  any  collector  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise. 

Extension  of  Import  Licence. — As  the  result  of  an  under- 
standing reached  between  the  United  Kingdom  Government 
and  the  French  Government,  the  Import  Licensing  Department 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  announce  that  the  open  general  licence 
for  the  importation  of  certain  goods  from  France,  Algeria  or 
Tunis  (C.  &■  D.,  April  6,  p.  260)  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  open 
general  licence  adding  a  number  of  other  goods.  The  scope  of 
this  open  general  licence  has  been  extended  to  include  goods 
imported  from  all  other  French  possessions  and  from  Syria. 
The  list  given  below  comprises  those  goods  of  interest  to  the 
drug  and  chemical  trades  which  may  be  imported  without 
separate  licences  if  consigned  from  France,  Algeria,  Tunis. 
Syria,  French  West  and  Equatorial  .\frica,  French  Somaliland, 
Madagascar  and  Dependencies,  Reunion,  French  Possessions  in 
India,  French  Indo-China,  French  Possessions  in  the  Pacific, 
St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  French  West  India  Islands  or  French 
Guiana.  This  concession  is  intended  to  apply  to  goods  originating 
in  France  or  the  Possessions  specified,  but  for  the  present,  certifi- 
cates of  origin  will  not  be  required.   Among  the  articles  affected 

are:    Fruit  juices,  including  ,  

grape  juice  and  grape  must : 
angelica :  ginger,  preserved 
in  sugar  or  syrup ;  honej' ; 
mustard ;  pepper,  whether 
ground  or  not ;  table  waters  ; 
glass  bottles,  jars  and  tubular 
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containers  and  glass  stoppers  and  covers  for  bottles  and  jars; 
glass  mirrors,  shelves,  finger  plates,  table  tops  and  adver- 
tisement tablets  made  wholly  or  partly  of  plate  or  sheet  glass ; 
glass  tubing  and  glass  rod ;  rough  glass  in  the  mass,  waste  and 
broken  glass,  and  crushed  glass  in  powder  or  chips  (other  than 
frits  and  vitreous  enamels)  ;  pottery  and  other  shaped  and  fired 
clay  products,  but  not  including  (a)  laboratory  porcelain  liable 
to  duty  under  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  1921,  as 
amended  and  extended  by  subsequent  Finance  Acts,  (b)  articles 
of  translucent  or  vitrified  pottery  of  a  description  commonly 
used  for  industrial  purposes ;  zinc  oxide ;  pigments,  including 
metallic  powders  and  extenders  (whether  dry  or  with  oil  or  other 
medium)  ;  soap — hard,  in  bars  or  tablets  (other  than  abrasive 
soap  and  toilet  soap)  ;  hairclips,  hairgrips  and  hair  curlers, 
whether  finished  or  not ;  hair  combs,  including  combs  for  wear, 
whether  finished  or  not,  and  blanks  therefor ;  perfumed  spirits ; 
photograph  and  picture  frames ;  toilet  requisites  of  the  following 
descriptions  and  parts  thereof :  Denture  bowls,  manicure  sets, 
nail  cleaners,  nail  clippers  and  nail  files,  nail  polishers,  powder 
bowls  or  boxes  and  powder  puffs. 

A  Plea  for  Increased  Exports. — At  a  well-attended  meeting 
of  the  Institute  of  Export,  held  on  April  4,  at  the  Palnierston 
Restaurant,  London,  E.C.4,  Mr.  W.  Tudor  Davies,  B.A.,  the 
well-known  expert  on  self-government  in  industry,  gave  a 
stimulating  address  on  the  subject  of  the  export  trade  drive. 
Mr.  Davies,  who  was  introduced  by  Sir  Patrick  J.  Hannon,  M.P. 
(president  of  the  Institute) ,  in  the  chair,  said  it  was  of  paramount 
importance  that  the  export  trade  had  now  been  officially  recog- 
nised. Imports  were  essential  for  our  fighting  services  and  the 
home  front,  but  these  imports  could  only  be  paid  for  by  exports. 
He  contended  that  a  long-term  export  policy  would  probably 
be  the  means  of  shortening  the  war.  He  suggested  a  greater  use 
of  the  country's  air  services  in  the  furtherance  of  export  trade. 
In  the  discussion  that  followed,  Major  T.  Knowles  (Monsanto 
Chemicals,  Ltd.)  said  it  was  impossible  for  the  Government  to 
negotiate  with  the  individual  so  far  as  export  difficulties  were 
concerned,  so  that  it  was  essential  to  form  export  groups.  The 
problem  was  not  so  much  one  of  development  as  the  carrying 
out  of  the  export  trade  that  was  at  our  door  today.  Major 
Knowles  strongly  recommended  the  voluntary  formation  of 
export  groups  which,  he  thought,  were  going  to  do  a  really  good 
job  of  work.  They  had  an  opportunity  such  as  they  never  had 
before . 

Cancer  Act  Prosecution. — At  Bath,  on  April  3,  Clement 
Wright,  herbalist,  was  bound  over  on  a  charge  of  publishing  in 
a  shop  window  an  advertisement  of  an  offer  to  treat  any  person 
for  cancer. 

Burnley  Closing  Hours. — Burnley  Insurance  Committee 
decided,  on  April  5,  not  to  recommend  any  alteration  in  surgery 
hours  or  in  the  hours  of  opening  for  chemists'  shops.  The  clerk 
said  pharmacists  desired  the  hours  introduced  on  account  of 
the  black-out  to  continue. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Case. — At  Southport  Police  Court, 
on  April  5,  W.  E.  P.  Prescott,  M.P.S.,  was  fined  £5  for  failing 
to  enter  in  a  special  register  the  receipt  of  dangerous  drugs. 
It  was  stated  that  in  moving  the  business  from  Chapel  Street  to 
London  Street  the  entries  had  been  omitted  due  to  an  oversight. 

Pharmacy  Act  Prosecution. — At  Woburn,  recently,  Stanley 
Atzema,  chemist,  6  Station  Road,  Toddington,  Beds,  was 
fined  £1  for  selling  a  poison  (codeine)  on  January  16  without 
the  sale  being  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist, 
and  a  similar  amount  for  not  labelling  the  poison  container  in  the 
prescribed  manner. 

Photographic  Dealers'  National  Publicity  Campaign.  A 

national  publicity  campaign,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Photo- 
graphic Dealers'  Association,  will  be  inaugurated  on  April  15, 
with  the  object  of  removing  the  general  misconception  that  a 
war-time  ban  has  been  placed  on  amateur  photography. 
PubUcity  will  take  the  form  of  posters  and  leaflets,  prepared 
jointly  by  photographic  manufacturers  and  the  Association, 
supplies  of  which  will  be  shortly  forwarded  to  dealers.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Prospective  Economies 

The  statement  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  headed  "Economy 
Im  Pharmaceutical  Materials"  (pp.  262,  265)  concerns  the 
1  medical  profession  in  the  first  place,  for  the  obvious  reason  that 
■pharmacists  cannot  without  authority  alter  any  prescription 
Ibrought  to  them  for  dispensing,  nor  can  they  normally  advise 
their  customers  to  purchase  products  alternative  to  those  asked 
'for  on  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor.  Further  considerations 
[arise  from  the  reading  of  this  statement.  Sugar  plays  a  not 
I  unimportant  part  in  many  liquid  proprietary  medicines  :  makers 
!  of  such  medicines,  whether  on  a  large  or  a  small  scale,  will 
need  to  work  out  a  long-term  policy  in  respect  of  well-established 
goods  of  this  type.  Withdrawal  of  sugar  may  involve  a  change 
in  specific  gravity  easily  noticeable  by  the  public;  its  preser- 
vative power  will  also  have  to  be  taken  into  account.  Experi- 
ments will  in  many  cases  be  necessary  before  an  alternative 
product  can  be  successfully  marketed.  Modified  official  and 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  preparations  can,  as  a  rule,  be 
handed  across  the  counter  with  less  inconvenience.  Different 
problems  arise  from  the  recommendations  concerning  cod  liver 
oil.  The  "maximum  effective  daily  dose"  is  presumably  derived 
from  the  "average  daily  dose"  (two  fluid  drachms)  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  Supplement.  I  have  long  been 
under  the  impression  that  medical  opinion  in  this  country  is 
against  the  evaluation  of  cod  liver  oil  solely  in  terms  of  vitamins 
A  and  D.  Whether  this  is  now  the  case  or  not,  I  counsel  your 
readers  to  refer  to  a  thoughtful  and  well-documented  discussion 
of  this  disputable  subject  by  Mr.  John  F.  Ward  in  your  issue 
of  September  5,  1936  (p.  267),  where  it  is  demonstrated  that  oils 
from  the  livers  of  cod  and  other  kinds  of  fish  vary  surprisingly 
in  their  vitamin  content  and  in  the  clinical  results  obtained 
with  them. 

Certification  of  Documents 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (C.  cS^  D.  Coloured  Supplement,  April  6,  p.  xii)  to  make 
representations  for  the  inclusion  of  pharmacists  among  the 
classes  of  persons  eligible  to  certify  official  documents.  These 
representations  will,  I  suggest,  acquire  more  weight  if  the 
collaboration  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical   I^nion  on  an 


equal  basis  is  obtained.  In  any  case  I  trust  there  will  be  no 
repetition  of  the  fiasco  over  jury  service,  limited  in  England 
and  Wales  by  law  to  registered  pharmaceutical  chemists  who 
are  carrying  on  business.  As  matters  stand,  a  pharmacist  mav 
be  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  yet  be  classed 
as  an  unsuitable  person  to  effect  the  certification  of  an  official 
form.  The  privilege,  if  obtained,  will  be  of  equivocal  value. 
Justices  of  the  peace  are  well  aware  of  the  inconvenience — to 
use  no  stronger  word — occasioned  at  times  by  the  arrival  of 
sundry  visitors  with  "papers"  for  endorsement  which  they,  the 
visitors,  regard  as  of  the  utmost  urgency  ;  and  it  may  be  surmised 
that  not  many  tears  will  be  shed  should  it  be  decided  in  high 
quarters  that  pharmacists  are  not  worthy  to  be  put  on  the  level 
of,  say,  superintendents  of  police. 

Bleach  and  the  Ointment 

A  delightful  paragraph  varies  the  customary  seriousness  of 
the  report  of  the  latest  N.P.U.  Executive  meeting  (p.  261).  We 
are  told  that  the  Union  suggested  to  the  Ministry  of  Home 
Security  the  adoption  of  another  name  for  the  bleach  ointment 
used  in  A.R.P.  work.  We  are  not  told  whether  any  specific  name 
was  suggested  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Union ;  but  the  official 
opinion  was  that  "the  practical  purpose  and  mode  of  use  of  the 
preparation  is  generally  understood"  and  that  "any  change 
would  be  more  likely  to  increase  rather  than  diminish  the  chances 
of  confusion."  The  Union  has  the  consolation  that  it  is  not 
the  first  influential  body  to  be  rebufied  in  this  manner.  Parallel 
instances,  some  of  them  ludicrous,  go  back  many  years,  and 
most  of  your  readers  have  probably  heard  of  a  few.  Milton 
once  wrote  of  "the  strong  rebuff  of  some  tumultuous  cloud": 
I  have  not  ascertained  that  any  tumult  accompanied  the 
Ministry's  decision,  but  it  is  sufficiently  definite  in  point  of 
strength.  There  is  no  difficulty  on  the  pharmaceutical  side  in 
the  way  of  selecting  an  alternative  title.  "Bleach  paste"  may 
be  ruled  out,  on  the  ground  that  there  may  be  people  ignorant 
enough  to  regard  all  pastes  as  edible.  If  the  question  was  one 
of  mere  appropriateness,  I  should  like  to  see  the  good  pharma- 
ceutical word  "epithem"  revived;  but  as  short  terms  are  the 
order  of  the  day.  why  not  call  the  product  simply  "  bleach  dab  "  ?

8d.,  or  a  deficiency,  as  regarded  the  creditors, 
of  ;^22,i43  13s.  id.  It  was  decided  that  the  voluntary  liquidation 
of  the  company  should  be  continued,  with  Mr.  W.  H.  Cork  as 
liquidator:  a  committee  of  the  principal  creditors  was  also 
appointed. 

Private  Arrangement. — E.  J.  Nash,  116  Oxford  Street, 
Swansea,  chemist.

£xj,  a  week.  Subject  to  the  matter  being  dealt  with  privateli 
the  debtor's  mother  would  withdraw  her  claim,  and  it  wa 
suggested  that  efforts  should  be  made  to  dispose  of  the  busines 
as  a  going  concern.  It  was  decided  that  the  estate  should  bi 
dealt  with  under  a  deed  of  assignment  to  Mr.  T.  Winston  Jones 
Swansea ;  a  committee  of  three  of  the  principal  creditors  wa: 
appointed. 

Application  for  Appointment  of  Receiver. — A  motion  01 
behalf  of  All  Counties  Publicity  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  the  appointmen 
of  a  receiver  for  Valdor  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  cosmetic  manu 
facturers,  under  a  debenture,  was  heard  by  Mr.  Justice  Crossmai 
in  the  Chancery  Division  on  April  5.  Mr.  W.  P.  Spens,  K.C. 
for  the  plaintiffs,  stated  that  ;^i,8oo  was  due  on  the  debenture 
and  that  his  clients  were  also  unsecured  creditors  for  £i„ooQ  ii 
respect  of  advertising  charges.  The  defendants  were  the  pro- 
prietors of  trade  marks  for  lipstick  and  other  cosmetics  and  had 
entered  into  an  agreement  under  which  Beautex,  Ltd.,  were  the 
sole  manufacturers  and  sellers  of  the  products  in  this  countr>- 
Out  of  the  royalties  payable  by  Beautex,  Ltd.,  to  the  defendants, 
the  plaintiffs  were  to  receive  monthly  instalments  of  what  was 
due  to  them  and  the  defendants  now  alleged  that  there  was  a 
verbal  agreement  under  which  a  proportion  of  those  sums  was  to 
be  allocated  to  the  redemption  of  the  debenture.  If  that  was 
true  the  debenture  had  been  paid  off,  but  the  plaintiffs  denied! 
that  there  ever  was  any  such  agreement.  Mr.  R.  F.  Roxburgh, 
K.C,  for  the  defendants,  said  that  out  of  the  royalties  pa3'able 
by  Beautex,  Ltd.,  to  them,  £6,000  a  year  was  to  go  to  the 
plaintiffs  with  a  minimum  of  £i,oo  a  month  and  that  the  oralj 
agreement  between  the  defendants  and  the  plaintiffs  was  thatj 
£300  a  month  should  be  allocated  to  the  redemption  of  the) 
debenture.  The  two  directors  of  the  defendant  company  were 
in  military  service  and  he  asked  for  an  adjournment  to  enable 
them  to  reply  to  the  plaintiffs'  evidence.  Mr.  Spens  said  it  was 
ridiculous  to  suggest  that  the  plaintiffs  would  consent  to  an 
arrangement  by  which  their  debenture  would  be  paid  off  and 
they  would  be  left  with  an  unsecured  debt  of  £d,,ooo.  On  the 
defendants  undertaking  to  pay  ;£400  to  the  plaintiffs  on  April  10, 
without  prejudice  as  to  how  it  should  ultimately  be  applied,  his 
lordship  allowed  the  motion  to  stand  over  for  a  fortnight. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 
Salford. — Prescriptions  for  insulin  in  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee's area  in  1939  totalled  1983,  for  96  patients.  The  number 
of  units  supplied  was  985,900,  at  a  cost  of  ;£383,  which  included 
dispensing  fees,  ;£39.  The  Panel  Committee  has  requested  doctors 
to  continue  closing  their  evening  surgeries  at  7  p.m. 

Staffordshire. — The  Insurance  Committee's  expenditure  for 
1939  was  £212,333,  of  which  £^34,348  was  for  the  chemists'  fund. 


Drug  Tariff. — In  a  circular  issued  to  Insurance  Commit- 
tees the  Minister  of  Health  states  that  he  has  decided  to 
have  the  Drug  Tariff  revised  and  issued  at  six-monthly  intervals 
during  the  war,  unless  circumstances  arise  which  render  this 
course  impracticable.  The  first  six-monthly  issue  (January- 
June,  1940)  was  enclosed  with  the  circular.  In  view  of  repre- 
sentations to  the  Minister  that  fluctuations  in  the  prices  of  drugs 
and  appliances  owing  to  the  war  render  it  desirable  alterations 
to  prices  affected  each  month  should  be  notified,  he  has  decided 
to  publish  a  list  of  price  alterations  in  respect  of  each  month 
except  January  and  July  (for  which  months  the  prices  are 
included  in  the  Drug  Tariff). 

SCOTLAND 

Kirkcaldy. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
March  29,  it  was  stated  that  the  number  of  persons  on  the  register 
at  January  i,  1940,  was  20,960,  compared  with  20,480  at  January 
I,  1939.  The  sum  of  £9,195  had  been  paid  in  panel  fees  to  doctors 
and  £2,103  had  been  spent  in  drugs  of  which  over  £200  was  in 
respect  of  insulin.  Doctors  had  written  during  the  year  34,000 
prescriptions.  The  Committee  had  received  no  complaints  during 
the  year. 

Peebles. — An  increase  of  almost  £100  on  the  amount  spent 
on  drugs  for  the  year  was  reported  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
County  Insurance  Committee  recently.  The  total  amount  was 
£821.  There  are  6,497  insured  persons  on  the  register,  and 
twenty-three  chemists.

LONDON  EXAMINATION  RESULT 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  results  of  the  Pharmaceutic 
Society's  examinations  held  in  London  in  April : —

The  total  income  is  announced  as  £113,081  (£115,567  in  1938),  and 
the  total  expenditure  as  £101,015  (£102,549  in  1938).  The  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  General  Fund,  Premises  Fund,  Benevolent  Fund,  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund,  Supplementary  Benevolent  Fund,  Orphan 
Fund,  and  Hills  Orphan  Fund  are  also  given. 

Oxygen  administration. — The  fifth  Memorandum  in  the 
Emergency  Medical  Services  series,  entitled  "Oxygen  Adminis- 
tration— Indications,  Methods  and  Types  of  Apparatus,"  was 
recently  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  2d.).  It  incorporates  the  results  of  research  carried 
out  in  the  Emergency  Medical  Service,  and  is  intended  primarily 
for  the  guidance  of  those  in  charge  of  hospitals.  It  describes  the 
conditions  for  which  oxygen  therapy  is  likely  to  be  most  elJective, 
the  methods  of  oxygen  administration  which  are  recommended 
and  the  more  important  types  of  apparatus,  including  a  new  form 
of  nasal  mask.

A  NEW  RAW  MATERIAL 

The  announcement  by  Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  that 
three  factories  are  being  set  up  to  manufacture  nylon  in  Great 
Britain  arouses  speculation  as  to  the  form  in  which  this  entirely 
new  raw  material  will  first  be  seen  by  the  public.  One  factory  at 
Huddersfield  is  to  produce  the  polymer  or  raw  material ;  the 
others,  at  Welwyn  Garden  City  and  Coventry,  to  convert  the  raw 
material  into  the  intermediate  products  monofil  and  yarn  which 
will  be  sold  to  their  respective  industries.  Production  of  nylon 
and  the  manufacture  of  nylon  yarns,  fabrics  and  bristles  is 
already  advanced  in  the  United  States.  In  Great  Britain  the 
principal  application  of  nylon  will  undoubtedly  be  in  the  textile 
industry,  where  it  is  destined  eventually  to  play  an  almost 
revolutionary  part,  since  nylon  filaments  surpass  in  strength  and 
elasticity  any  known  textile  fibre,  including  silk.  This  applica- 
tion cannot  be  fully  developed  in  present  circumstances.  The 
toughness  of  nylon  is  one  of  the  chief  qualities  that  make  it 
suitable  for  bristles  for  tooth-brushes,  hairbrushes  and  certain 
types  of  industrial  brushes.  Nylon  is  neither  a  registered  name 
nor  a  trade  mark  nor  even  the  name  of  a  single  product.  It  is  a 
generic  term  invented  to  cover  a  family  of  synthetic  compounds 
of  which  there  are  already  many  examples.  It  is  a  word  in  the 
same  class  as  glass,  wool  and  wood,  and  there  are  as  many 
different  kinds  of  nylon  as  of  wood.  The  more  important  dis- 
tinctive properties  of  nylon  are  cold  drawing,  tensile  strength, 
toughness,  resistance  to  heat,  non-inflammability,  resistance  to 
water  and  chemicals,  resistance  to  light,  resistance  to  moth  and 
mildew  and  electrical  and  optical  properties.

The  Index  figure  for  the  cost  of  drugs  and  chemicals  at 
April  I,  based  on  the  1938  standard  of  prices,  advanced  by 
0-4  per  cent.  Mercurials,  ergot,  camphor,  were  mainly  responsible. 
The  rise  in  the  first  item  is  certainly  due  to  armament  needs  but 
the  remainder,  and  increases  in  similar  drugs,  are  governed  by 
shortage.  It  is  of  interest  to  summarise  the  figures,  taking  1938 
as  100.  They  are;  January,  ii3'2;  February,  ii2'9;  March, 
ii5*4.  In  surgical  dressings  the  figures  have  advanced,  but  not 
nearly  so  steeply  as  was  to  be  expected. 


PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Government  Trading  Company. — The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  announced  on  April  4  that  a  trading  company,  the 
English  Commercial  Corporation,  Ltd.,  will  be  set  up  by  the 
Government  to  facilitate  trade  with  certain  neutral  countries. 
The  chairman  will  be  Lord  Swinton  and  the  Treasury  will 
subscribe  the  capital.  The  company  will  operate  as  an  independent 
entity,  subject  to  general  consultation  with  the  Government  on 
broad  lines  of  policy. 

Shops  Closing  Orders. — The  following  information  was  given 
by  the  Home  Secretary  (Sir  John  Anderson)  in  reply  to  a  question 
by  Mr.  Doland  on  April  4:  The  records  show  that  1,065  closing 
orders,  made  by  356  separate  local  authorities  under  Section  5  of 
the  Shops  Act,  1912,  and  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
under  Section  6  of  that  Act,  are  at  present  in  force.  Twenty-nine 
of  these  orders  apply  specifically  to  all  classes  of  shop  which  can 
be  made  the  subject  of  a  closing  order;  the  remaining  1,036 
orders  apply  either  to  one  or  to  more  than  one  specified  class  of 
shop.

[LTHOUGH  it  was  the  original  intention  of  the  Pharmaco- 
3ia  Commission  to  introduce  the  next  edition  of  the 
'ritish  Pharmacopoeia  in  1941,  the  indication  given  on 
283  that  the  actual  date  of  publication  will  be  dela^-ed 
ill  cause  little  surprise.  In  fact  this  is  only  to  be  expected, 
irwhile  certain  researches  by  those  engaged  entirely  on  them 
lay  be  very  little  affected  by  the  present  national  situation, 
ital  comments  and  criticisms  by  those  who  normally  have 
nly  a  limited  time  to  devote  to  pharmacopoeial  matters 
ill  undoubtedly  be  slow  in  coming  to  hand.  From  a  perusal 
f  the  article  referred  to  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Commission 
as  been  working  with  the  object  of  making  the  next  B.P. 
onform  as  closely  as  possible  to  existing  international 
'greements,  and  in  this  the  Commission  is  to  be  com- 
fiended,  for  it  represents  a  distinct  step  towards  the 
inification  of  pharmacopoeias. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  a  recommendation  was  made 
vhen  the  nineteenth  issue  of  the  B.P.  was  published  in 
'932  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  revised  e\er\' 
ien  years.  With  the  rate  of  progress  in  scientific  research 
md  its  consequent  achievements  which  have  been  evidenced 
nice  the  existing  Pharmacopoeia  came  into  force,  due  in 
10  small  measure  to  the  huge  sums  spent  by  manufacturing 
"hemists,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  ask  if  a  decennial  editicMi 
ivill  be  adequate  to  keep  official  medicinal  preparations 
up  to  date.  The  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  have  indicated 
that  addenda  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  published 
from  time  to  time,  but  it  will  be  almost  impossible  to  fore- 
cast how  frequently  these  supplements  will  be  necessary. 
If  as  much  importance  is  attached  in  the  future  by  the 
Ciovernment  and  industrial  interests  to  the  continuation  of 
re,search  in  medical,  pharmaceutical  and  allied  sciences  as 
has  been  given  to  it  during  the  past  few  j'ears  it  can 
reasonably  be  conjectured  that  an  Addendum  will  become 
necessary  every  two  or  three  years. 

The  concession  to  alter  the  former  practice  oi  omitting 
from  the  Pharmacopoeia  substances  which  are  the  subject 
of  a  patent  unless  licences  to  manufacture  were  given  to 
several  firms  will  be  warmly  welcomed  by  the  manufac- 
turers who  have  devoted  considerable  amounts  of  money 
to  protecting  the  fruits  of  their  research  and  foresight. 
The  modification  now  made  to  permit  such  substances  under 
the  prescribed  conditions  to  be  included  will  enable  those 


with  vested  interests  in  the  patented  substances  to  gain 
additional  recompense  for  their  earlier  e.xpsnditure  l)y  the 
enhanced  position  which  the  substances  will  assume. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  work  of  revising  the  Pharma- 
copoeia is  entrusted  to  some  of  the  best  brains  in  the 
scientific  world,  and  it  is  evident  from  the  text  of  the 
article  on  p.  283  that  the  interests  of  the  medical  man, 
manufacturing  chemist  and  practising  pharmacist  have  been 
carefully  borne  in  mind  in  the  preliminary  work  alreach' 
done,  but  one  question  that  will  no  doulit  be  occupving  the 
attention  of  the  younger  members  of  the  pharmaceutical 
world  is  how  much  consideration  has  been  given  in  the 
compiling  of  the  next  edition  to  the  student,  to  wliom  the 
B.P.  is  by  no  means  the  lightest  of  his  liurdens. 

Budget  Prospects 

What  are  the  prospects  of  the  forthcoming  Budget  due  to 
be  introduced  on  April  23  ?  About  the  onl}^  safe  prediction 
to  make  is  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  reduction  in 
taxation,  direct  or  indirect.  With  direct  taxes  at  their 
present  high  level  it  is  not  anticipated  that  further  increases 
in  income  tax,  etc.,  are  probable,  although,  of  course,  still 
higher  rates  are  possible.  A  further  reduction  in  marriage, 
children  and  other  allowances,  which  would  bring  in  a 
substantial  amount  of  money,  may  be  adopted  as  an 
alternative  to  increasing  the  poundage.  Some  forms  of 
indirect  taxation  ma^'  be  again  increased,  with  the  prospect 
of  the  old  favourites,  spirits,  beer  and  tobacco,  being  the 
media  for  raising  still  greater  sums. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Budget  of  last  April  contained 
proposals  to  cancel  the  medicine  stamp  duties.  Later,  the 
Chancellor,  after  receiving  representations,  decided  not  to 
repeal  this  tax,  and  stated  the  subject  would  be  investigated 
with  a  view  to  making  some  alternative  recommendations 
to  Parliament.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  the 
Treasury  and  other  Government  departments  concerned 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  deal  with  this  complex  subject 
owing  to  the  intervention  i^f  the  \var.  We  may  safely  assume 
that  the  proposal  to  drop  this  tax  will  not  be  renewed,  and 
the  possibility  of  new  legislation  to  replace  the  present 
"mass  of  confused  and  obsolete  \'erbiage"  seems  remote. 

Another  section  that  may  be  considered  by  the  Chan- 
cellor as  a  possible  source  from  which  to  draw  further 
revenue  is  the  cosmetics  and  toilet  goods  trade.  It  will  not 
be  easy  to  define  the  meaning  of  "cosmetics  and  toilet 
goods,"  and  the  amount  of  revenue  that  might  be  derived 
would  be  comparatively  small.  This  is  not  the  time  when 
the  Treasury  are  likely  to  experiment  in  complex  taxation 
which  at  best  would  give  but  a  small  return.  It  is,  however, 
interesting  to  note  that  these  classes  of  goods  have  been 
the  subject  of  taxation  in  the  past.  A  tax  was  imposed  by 
Pitt,  in  1786,  upon  articles  for  the  toilet,  in  the  same  form 
as  the  tax  on  proprietary  medicines,  and  was  extended  to 
every  packet,  box,  bottle,  phial  or  other  enclosure  containing 
(i)  perfumes,  viz.,  anj'  powders,  pastes,  balls,  balsams, 
ointments,  oils,  waters,  tinctures,  essences,  liquors  or  other 
preparation  or  composition  whatsoever  commonly  known 
or  distinguished  by  the  name  of  sweet  scents,  odours  or 
perfumes;  (2)  tooth  powder,  viz.,  any  dentifrice,  powders, 
tinctures  or  other  preparation  or  composition  whatsoe\  er 
for  the  teeth  and  gums;  (3)  any  pomatum,  ointment  or 
other  preparation  or  composition  for  the  hair ;  and  (4)  an\- 
hair  powder.  The  duty  was  charged  in  respect  of  all  articles 
uttered,  vended,  or  exposed  for  sale,  according  tf)  the  price : 
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If  under  8d.,  id.  ;  from  8d.  to  is.,  i|-d.  :  and  so  on  b}^ 
steps  in  a  scale  which  ended  at  5s. ;  for  wares  of  which  value 
and  upwards  the  charge  was  is.  Dealers  in  perfumery 
were  required  to  take  out  a  licence  and  the  revenue  officers 
had  the  powers  of  entry  and  search  necessary  to  secure 
taxes  of  the  kind.  The  schedule  to  the  taxing  Act  contained 
a  list  of  Cyprian  odoriferous  powders,  powder  of  Marechalle, 
milk  of  lilies,  essence  of  orange  flower,  powder  a  la  Reine, 
liquid  bloom  of  roses,  Circassian  wash  balls,  washes  of 
Venetian  bloom,  and  other  articles  of  that  sort  which  made 
our  great-grandmothers  beautiful  for  ever.  The  tax,  in 
force  for  fourteen  years,  was  repealed  in  1800. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Finances 

In  presenting  the  statement  of  accounts  for  1939  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
April  3  (C.  6-  D.  Coloured  Supplement,  April  6,  p.  xii), 
Mr.  Wallis,  the  treasurer,  mentioned  that  his  predecessor 
in  office  had  a  year  ago  ended  his  remarks  on  a  note  of 
restrained  optimism,  and  that  in  what  he  said  there  was 
a  distinct  feeling  of  confidence  and  hope.  We  suggested 
at  that  time  that  a  much  more  serious  view  of  the  state 
of  the  Society's  finances  must  be  taken  than  would  appear 
from  Mr.  Neathercoat's  amiable  statement.  Though  we 
could  not  foresee  the  burden  that  would  be  placed  on  the 
Society  by  evacuation  expenses  and  so  forth,  the  comment 
was  fully  justified.  As  Mr.  Wallis,  in  concluding  his  state- 
ment, said:  "The  testing  time  will  come  this  year.  We 
ought  to  have  a  larger  surplus  and  we  shall  have  to  scrutinise 
with  extreme  care  every  expenditure.  .  .  ." 

Membership,  shops  premises  and  apprentice  or  students' 
fees  have  all  increased  during  the  year,  but,  as  the  treasurer 
said,  further  increases  under  the  first-mentioned  can  hardly 
be  expected.  The  surplus  realised  this  year  is  only  £^,574- 
against  ;^ii,o99  in  the  previous  year,  and  ^14,214  in  1937. 
Income  was  ;^ii3,o8i  in  1939  (a  decrease  of  ;^2,486),  while 
in  1938  it  was  ;^i  15,567  (a  decrease  of  Ij.'j^o).  Expenditure 
in  1939  was  ;/;99,8i2  (a  decrease  of  ^^2,737)  compared  with 
£102,548  in  1938  (a  decrease  of  ;^5,i5o).  The  summary  of 
income  and  expenditure  for  1939  shows  that  the  chief 
deficits  occur  under  the  headings  "Education"  and  "Pub- 
lications." Under  the  former  the  College  lost  ^9,528 
(;^8,o8i  in  1938),  and  the  official  journal  was  responsible 
for  ;^i2,o8o  (£13,409  in  1938).  It  would  seem  that  it  is  in 
these  directions,  and  in  the  expenses  connected  with  the 
new  building,  that  a  search  must  be  made  for  greater 
economies.  The  evacuation  expenses  of  the  College 
amounted  to  £545,  and  presumably  a  similar  sum  will  be 
needed  for  the  return  to  London.  Although  the  cost  of  the 
"Journal"  was  reduced,  an  annual  loss  of  £12,000  on 
one  section  of  the  Society's  interests  must  be  a  cause  for 
disquiet,  and  under  present  stringent  financial  conditions 
it  is  imperative  that  action  be  taken  to  eliminate  this 
recurring  deficit.  The  treasurer  would  then  be  able  to 
show  a  substantial  surplus,  or  there  could  be  a  corresponding 
reduction  in  the  retention  fee.  The  new  building,  the 
treasurer  states,  will  be  a  major  problem  for  a  long  time, 
and  with  this  we  regretfully  agree.  The  original  contract 
was  cancelled  at  the  end  of  September  1939,  when  £60,000 
had  been  spent;  under  the  revised  arrangements  £108,000 
is  required  to  complete  the  shell  of  the  structure.  The 
Society  has  cash  and  securities  to  the  value  of  almost 
£160,000,  but  not  the  whole  of  this  sum  is  available  for 
building  purposes.    It  was  estimated  that  fittings  and 


furnishings    would   cost   £70,000,    but    what    they  wil 
ultimately  cost  can  only  be  conjectured. 

Prices  of  Goods  Act  Prosecution 

What  was  stated  to  be  the  first  case  brought  under  th 
Prices  of  Goods  Act  occurred  at  Reading  Police  Cour 
recently,  when  a  company  was  summoned  for  selling  tw 
torch  batteries  at  a  price  alleged  to  exceed  the  permittee 
price.  The  customer  had  apparently  been  in  the  habit  0 
paying  6d.  for  batteries  but  had  been  charged  io|d.,  am 
had  reported  the  matter  to  the  local  Price  Regulatioi 
Committee.   The  defendants,  on  being  written  to,  statec 
that  the  batteries  were  Clover  cells,  two  of  these  beinj 
equivalent  to  an  Ever  Ready  1839  battery.  The  local  Pric( 
Regulation  Committee  considered  the  matter  and  appointee 
a  chartered  accountant  to  obtain  information  as  regards 
the  batteries.  He  ascertained  that  the  terms  of  purchase 
of  the  two  types  of  battery  referred  to  differed  in  some 
respects,  that  the  overhead  expenses  of  the  business,  accord- 
ing to  a  director  of  the  company,  had  increased  by  the 
payment  of  War  Risks  Insurance,  and  also  that  the  cost 
of  paper  and  string  had  increased  by  at  least  50  per  cent, 
compared  with  the  period  prior  to  August  21,  1939.  No 
other  expenses  of  the  business  had  materially  increased 
nor  had  the  turnover  apparently  diminished.   The  char- 
tered accountant  had  ascertained  that  the  War  Risks  Insur- 
ance worked  out  at  approximately  i  per  cent,  on  the 
purchase  price  of  the  goods,  which  in  the  case  of  the  two 
Clover  cells  would  mean  a  difference  of  only  o-o6  of  a 
penny.  Figures  showing  the  gross  profit  on  the  respective 
cells  were  given,  and  it  was  concluded  that  the  profit  on  thai 
two  Clover  cells  exceeded  the  profit  on  the  Ever  Ready! 
cell  by  the  sum  of  1-39  pence,  i.e.,  the  selling  price  of  the 
former  was  by  that  amount  in  excess  of  the  price  permitted  ] 
under  the  Act.  For  the  defendants  it  was  submitted  thatj 
the  batteries  were  not  similar  and  it  was  suggested  that  I 
the  Clover  appeared  to  be  of  better  quality.    There  was| 
another  dissimilarity  and  that  was  the  place  of  make.  The  j 
Bench  ruled  against  this  submission.  After  further  evidence 
for  the  defence  the  Magistrates  dismissed  the  ca.se  under  the 
Probation  of  Offenders  Act. 

A  number  of  interesting  points  arise  out  of  this  prosecu- 
tion ;  for  example,  the  particular  brand  of  battery  in  respect 
of  which  an  excessive  price  was  alleged  to  have  been  charged 
was  not  being  sold  by  the  defendants  before  the  war,  so 
that  no  exact  comparison  of  price  was  possible.  For  that 
reason,  it  was  necessary  to  fix  a  basic  price  on  August  21, 
I939i  by  reference  to  a  battery  of  another  make  that  was 
being  sold  by  the  defendants  at  the  time.  Such  procedure 
appears  to  be  in  conformity  with  Section  3  (i)  of  the  Act. 
On  the  figures  put  before  the  Court  it  was  evident  that  the 
gross  profit  made  by  the  defendants  upon  the  sale  of  the 
battery  in  question  did  exceed  the  gross  profit  they  were 
making  on  the  sale  of  a  comparable  battery  immediately 
before  the  war,  while  they  were  unable  to  show  that  their 
overhead  charges  had  increased  to  any  material  extent. 
Another  point  of  importance  was  the  submission  by  the 
defence  that  the  battery  giving  rise  to  the  prosecution  was 
of  a  better  quality  than  the  one  taken  as  a  standard  for 
fixing  the  basic  price.  While  the  company  failed  in  this 
particular  instance,  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  difference 
in  quality  and  other  features  would  never  be  taken  into 
account.  Two  articles  alike  in  form  and  in  purpose  might 
be  dissimilar  in  every  other  respect. 
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REVISING  THE  PHARMACOPCEIA

T  an  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  at 
Bloomsbury  Square  on  April  g,  Mr.  W.  Deacon  (president)  in 
e  chair,  a  lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire  (secretary, 
harmacopoeia   Commission)    on    "Pharmacopoeia  Revision," 
which  the  following  is  an  abstract. 

It  has  been  part  of  the  policy  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commis- 
[on,  ever  since  its  formation  in  1928,  to  make  known  to  the  medi- 
al and  pharmaceutical  public  the  recommendations  which  have 
een  received  from  the  various  committees  and  subcommittees 
ppointed  to  deal  with  the  special  branches  of  pharmacopoeial 
ork,  and  to  invite  comments  and  criticisms.  These  recommend- 
tions  have  been  published  in  the  form  of  reports,  and  the 
omments  received  have  proved  extremely  valuable  to  the  Com- 
aission  in  connexion  with  the  preparation  of  the  British  Phar- 
lacopoeia,  1932,  and  the  Addendum,  1936.  Since  1936  the  work 
as  proceeded  steadily  on  the  preparation  of  a  new  B.P.  with  a 
lew  to  publication  in  1941.  The  work  of  most  of  the  committees 
las  reached  a  stage  at  which  publication  of  recommendations  is 
ssible ;  already  four  Reports  have  been  published,  and  others 
re  in  preparation.  Is  is  hoped  that  the  presentation  of  the  results 
the  work  of  the  committees  before  a  pharmaceutical  audience 
vill  elicit  comments,  and  will  secure  the  co-operation  of  everyone 
nterested  in  order  that  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  may  be  as 
omplete  and  as  accurate  as  possible. 

Publication  Postponed 

When  the  B.P.,  1932,  was  issued,  a  ten-yearly  revision  was 
ontemplated,  the  successive  Pharmacopoeias  being  timed  to 
Iternate  with  the  decennial  revisions  of  the  United  States  Phar- 
nacopceia ;  it  was  thus  intended  that  the  next  B.P.  should  be 
pubhshed  in  1941,  five  years  after  the  appearance  of  the  eleventh 
revision  of  the  U.S. P.    This  principle  of  alternation,  however, 
has  become  no  longer  possible,  in  consequence  of  changes  in  the 
eneral  policy  of  the  U.S. P.  authorities.    The  general  policy  of 
decennial  revision  and  alternation  of  the  two  Pharmacopoeias 
thus  disturbed,  and  it  may  well  happen  that  eventually  it  wiU 
arranged  that  the  two  Pharmacopoeias  will  be  published  at 
the  same  time.   Some  alteration  of  plans  for  the  publication  of 
the  B.P.  has  been  made  advisable  by  the  war,  and  the  Commis- 
sion have  recommended  to  the  General  Medical  Council  that 
publication  of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  delayed.  The 
work  of  revision,  however,  still  goes  on,  as  far  as  the  difficulties 
war-time  allow,  in  order  that  the  book  may  be  ready  as  soon  as 
national  conditions  make  publication  advisable.  The  Commission 
have  further  recommended  that  Addenda,  amending  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, should  be  published  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  deal 
vith  special  difficulties  as  they  arise. 

Ever  since  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  started  work 
lose  relations  with  the  U.S. P.  Committee  of  Revision  have  been 
maintained.  The  consultation  on  general  principles  and  on  matters 
detail  has  been  most  helpful  to  the  workers  in  this  country 
and  has  contributed  materially  to  an  increasing  unification  of 
the  two  Pharmacopoeias.  From  the  International  point  of  view 
the  policy  of  the  Commission  has  been  to  make  the  Pharmacopoeia 
conform  as  far  as  possible  to  current  International  Agreements. 
Work  in  the  International  field  is  now  being  carried  on  by  the 
Technical  Commission  of  Pharmacopoeial  Experts,  formed  by 
the  Health  Committee  of  the  League  of  Nations  in  1938.  It  is  not 
possible  to  give  here  any  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  that 
Commission — it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  general  principles  have 
been  agreed  upon,  a  comprehensive  programme  of  investigations 
has  been  arranged,  and  monographs  on  upwards  of  eighty  sub- 
stances have  been  drafted  and  are  now  under  review.  Delays 
due  to  the  disturbed  condition  of  Europe  at  the  present  time  are 
inevitable,  but  the  work  is  proceeding  steadily  with  a  view  to 
presenting  eventually  to  the  various  national  Pharmacopoeia 
Commissions  a  set  of  standard  monographs  for  their  considera- 
tion in  the  revision  of  their  own  Pharmacopoeias.  Consideration 
the  position  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  in  relation  to  the  practice 
of  medicine  and  pharmacy  leads  us  to  assign  to  it  a  twofold 
purpose.  Originally  it  was  intended  to  provide  a  list  of  medicines 
•and  compounds,  together  with  processes  by  which  they  are  to  be 
prepared,  and  from  this  point  of  view  it  is  evident  that  the  com- 
pilers should  aim  at  making  the  selection  of  substances  described 
as  completely  in  line  with  current  medical  practice  as  circum- 
stances allow.  The  development  of  Food  and  Drug  legislation 
in  this  country  has  given  the  Pharmacopoeia  also  the  position  of 


a  book  of  standards,  and  in  this  connexion  it  is  important  that 
the  definitions,  tests,  and  analytical  control  should  be  as  complete 
as  possible,  and  should  make  use  of  the  best  modern  scientific 
methods. 

During  the  work  of  preparing  the  British  l^harmacopreia. 
1932,  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  worked  in  close  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Codex  Revision  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  An  arrangement  was  reached  whereby  a  large  number 
of  drugs,  galenicals  and  compounded  preparations  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia then  current  were  transferred  to  the  Codex,  leaving 
the  Commission  greater  freedom  in  developing  the  Pharmacopoeia 
as  a  book  of  standards.  Since  the  publication  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  this  co-operation  has  been  continued. 
Representations  were  received  by  the  Commission  that,  in  the 
next  Pharmacopoeia,  a  larger  number  of  galenicals  and  com- 
pounded preparations  should  be  included.  It  became  apparent 
that  there  was  a  feeling  amongst  medical  men  and  pharmacists 
that  the  formulas  for  certain  pharmaceutical  preparations  of 
special  repute,  some  of  them  already  described  in  the  Codex, 
should  be  given  the  stronger  legal  protection  which  follows  from 
inclusion  in  the  B.P.  The  Commission  have  acquiesced  in  this 
view,  and,  accordingly,  a  considerably  increased  number  of  such 
preparations  will  be  found  among  the  substances  which  are 
recommended  for  description  in  the  next  Pharmacopoeia.  In 
connexion  with  the  endeavour  to  make  the  contents  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  representative  of  all  modern  medical  practice, 
recommendations  are  sometimes  received  that  substances  which 
are  the  subject  of  patents  should  be  included.  The  practice  in 
this  matter  was  formerly  that  such  substances  could  not  be 
described  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  unless  licences  to  manufacture 
were  granted  to  a  number  of  firms.  Some  modification  has  now 
been  made,  to  the  extent  that  certain  substances  may  be  included 
if  the  patent  rights  in  their  manufacture  are  due  to  expire 
within  a  few  years  after  the  publication  of  the  Pharmacopoeia. 
In  such  instances,  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  owner  of  the 
patent  is  consulted.  With  regard  to  trade-mark  names,  it  is  the 
general  practice  that  only  names  which  are  quite  free  for  every 
maker  to  use  are  made  official.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  book  of  standards  the 
Commission  hope  to  provide  standards  and  assays  not  only  for 
crude  drugs  and  chemicals,  but  also  for  as  many  galenicals  and 
compounded  preparations  as  possible.  This  may  be  difficult  in 
respect  of  certain  of  the  preparations  which  are  introduced  for 
the  first  time.  It  is  essential  that  such  standards  should  have 
due  regard  to  the  possible  loss  of  active  substance  during  manu- 
facture and  subsequent  storage.  The  standards  laid  down  should 
be  such  as  to  protect  the  patient  and  the  public,  and  yet  to 
ensure  that  a  pharmacist  who  does  his  work  properly  shall 
not  be  placed  at  a  disadvantage. 

In  addition  to  Committee  Reports  already  issued  (Nos.  11-14), 
others  dealing  respectively  with  vitamins ;  antitoxins,  serums 
and  vaccines;  products  which  are  standardised  by  biological 
methods ;  accuracy  of  biological  assays ;  and  the  preparation 
of  sterile  injections,  are  in  preparation.

Crude  Drugs. — The  monographs  of  the  B.P.,  1932,  have  been 
entirely  rewritten  and  the  information  given  has  been  consider- 
ably extended,  more  particularly  with  regard  to  microscopical 
characters. 

Galenicals. — The  principle  of  defining  concentrated  prepara- 
tions which  can  be  diluted  by  the  pharmacist  at  the  time  of  dis- 
pensing has  been  applied  more  widely  during  the  present  revision. 
The  proposed  formulas  for  a  number  of  syrups  are  now  based 
upon  the  dilution  of  a  specially  prepared  concentrated  solution 
with  syrup.  In  this  connexion,  Easton's  syrup  has  been  the 
subject  of  further  investigation.  Recently  attention  has  been 
drawn  to  the  concentrated  liquor  of  the  Australasian  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulary  for  compound  syrup  of  ferrous  phosphate, 
and  this  is  at  present  being  tried  out.  In  several  instances  the 
formulas  for  compounded  preparations  have  been  taken  from  the 
B.P.C. ;  in  other  instances  the  Codex  formulas  have  been  modi- 
fied. To  meet  the  difficulties  which  have  arisen  from  the  use  of 
various  names  and  synonyms  for  ointment  containing  metallic 
mercury,  it  is  recommended  that  the  ointment  of  mercury  of  the 
current  B.P.,  containing  30  per  cent,  of  mercury,  should  be  con- 
tinued with  the  synonym  "  mercury  ointment,"  and  that  a  diluted 
ointment,  containing  10  per  cent,  of  mercury,  and  carrying  the 
synonym  "blue  ointment,"  should  be  introduced. 

Vitamins. — The  principal  preparations  recommended  for 
description  are : — Standardised  concentration  solutions  of  vita- 
mins A  and  D  ;  a  vitaminised  oil  standardised  to  contain  vitamins 
A  and  D  in  the  proportion  contained  in  a  good  average  specimen 
of  cod  liver  oil;  halibut  liver  oil  containing  not  less  than  30,000 
units  of  vitamin  A  per  gram ;  pure  cyrstalline  aneurine  hydro- 
chloride to  replace  the  adsorbate  of  vitamin  B^,  described  in  the 
Addendum,  1936. 

Biological  Products. — In  this  field  the  Pharmacopoeia  is 
kept  closely  in  line  with  the  Regulations  under  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act,  which  Regulations  provide  for  the  control  of 
biologically  tested  substances  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland.  The  Pharmacopceia  extends  the  control  to  other  parts 
of  the  British  Empire  in  which  it  is  accepted  as  a  legal  standard. 

Sterile  Injections. — The  committee  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mission to  deal  with  this  subject  came  to  the  decision  that  it  would 
be  advisable  to  describe  (a)  methods  suitable  for  use  on  a  large 
scale  by  manufacturers ;  (b)  methods  suitable  for  use  by  the 
practising  pharmacist.  The  principal  difficulty  arose  in  defining 
methods  for  small-scale  work.  The  conclusion  was  reached  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  describe  the  use  of  the  autoclave  for 
thermostable  substances;  and  to  assume  that  any  pharmacist 
who  desired  to  do  this  kind  of  workwould  provide  himself  with  the 
apparatus.  In  considering  the  provision  of  a  method  of  sterilising 
thermolabUe  substances  which  could  be  relied  upon  absolutely, 
so  that  no  subsequent  test  for  sterility  need  be  applied,  atten- 
tion was  drawn  to  a  method  of  sterilising  solutions  by  adding 
a  small  proportion  of  a  bactericidal  substance  and  heating 
for  a  definite  period  at  a  definite  temperature.  The  sub- 
stances selected  as  the  most  promising  bactericides  were  para- 
chlorometacresol  and  phenylmercuric  nitrate,  and  experiments 
conducted  showed  that  in  the  quantities  which  it  was  proposed 
to  add  to  the  injections  these  substances  are  not  toxic. .  The 
committee  have  therefore  proposed  to  the  Commission  that  a 
method  of  sterilising  thermolabile  substances  involving  the  addi- 
tion of  0-2  per  cent,  w/v  of  parachlorometacresol  or  0-002  per  cent, 
w/v  of  phenylmercuric  nitrate  and  heating  for  thirty  minutes  at 
a  temperature  of  98°  to  100°,  should  be  described.  The  question 
whether  these  bactericides  would  be  harmful  when  used  in 
intrathecal  injections  is  at  present  under  investigation. 

Analytical 

A  considerable  increase  in  analytical  procedure  described  in 
the  various  monographs  and  in  the  B.P.,  1932,  appendices  is  pro- 


posed— (a)  the  addition  of  new  tests  and  assays  for  galenicals  an( 
compounded  preparations;  (&)  the  addition,  in  a  number  0 
instances,  of  assays  for  the  alkaloidal  content  of  salts  of  variou; 
alkaloids.  Standards  for  the  content  of  volatile  oil  in  crude  drug: 
have  also  been  introduced.  The  standards  proposed  do  not  appl^ 
to  the  powdered  drugs  with  one  exception— cinnamon.  Mucl 
more  information  is  needed  as  to  the  loss  of  volatile  oil  fron 
powdered  drugs  during  storage  before  it  will  be  possible  to  set  up 
figures  for  standards.  The  necessary  apparatus  recommended  foi 
inclusion  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  a  modification  of  that  described 
by  Cocking  and  Middleton.  A  standard  description  of  the  Ubel- 
lohde  apparatus  for  the  determination  of  the  melting-poini 
of  fats  has  been  worked  out  in  collaboration  with  the  British 
Standards  Institution. 

Discussion  and  Vote  of  Thanks 

In  reply  to  several  questions  raised  by  Mr.  Griffiths,  Dr. 
Hampshire  said  that  much  work  had  been  done  on  acriflavine 
emulsions,  proving  that  acriflavine  was  relatively  inert  in  the 
presenbe  of  oil,  and  it  had  been  recommended  that  the  use  of  oily 
preparations  of  the  substance  should  be  discontinued.  In  their, 
place  aqueous  lotions  could  be  employed,  which  could  be  pre- 
served in  the  form  of  a  concentrated  glycerin  stock-solution.  On 
the  toxicity  of  mersalyl  injections.  Dr.  Hampshire  thought  that 
the  B.P.  Addendum,  1936,  had  covered  the  situation  adequately, 
and  that  the  quantities  indicated  were  intended  to  apply  to 
preparation  of  the  injection  on  a  small  scale.  He  invited  Mr. 
Griffiths  to  submit  formulas  for  tannic  acid  jelly  for  investigation. 
Mr.  H.  Skinner  asked  what  the  attitude  of  the  Commission  was 
towards  the  pyrogenic  substances  in  distilled  water,  and  if  acti- 
vated charcoal  had  been  used  in  the  elimination  of  them.  Dr. 
Hampshire  replied  that,  if  water  is  distilled  under  proper  condi- 
tions, the  kind  of  product  desired  should  be  obtained.  No  work 
had  been  done  by  the  Commission  on  the  use  of  charcoal  in  this 
connexion.  Dr.  Davies  suggested  that  calcium  mandelate  should 
be  supplied  for  use  after  it  had  been  wetted,  and  should  not  be 
described  as  the  dry  compound,  owing  to  difficulties  of  handling ; 
he  thought  that  most  preparations  of  it  made  use  of  wetting 
agents,  and  suggested  that  methyl  cellulose  should  be  considered 
as  a  suitable  wetting  agent.  He  had  found  this  of  value  for  mucil- 
ages and  barium  suspensions  in  his  hospital  practice.  He  strongly 
recommended  the  use  of  the  higher  alcohols,  such  as  cetyl  and 
octadecyl,  for  preparation  of  ointments  and  thought  that,  as  a 
class,  ointments  were  much  behind  cosmetics.  He  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  value  of  acriflavine  in  emulsions  depended  on 
the  type  of  emulsion  used  as  base  (oil-in-water  or  vice  versa) . 

Dr.  Hampshire  agreed  with  the  suggestion  that  ointments 
required  much  more  attention  than  had  been  given  to  them,  but 
there  was  always  a  difficulty  in  recommending  the  use  of  patented 
substances  of  the  type  referred  to  in  official  preparations. 

Proposing  a  vote  of  thanks,  Mr.  Bernard  Howard  said 
Dr.  Hampshire  had  certainly  proved  himself  to  be  the  guide, 
philosopher  and  friend  of  all  his  colleagues.  His  reputation  was 
not  confined  to  British  pharmaceutical  circles  but  he  was  actually 
the  doyen  of  the  movement  towards  an  International  Pharma- 
copoeia. Dr.  Davies,  seconding,  said  that  years  ago  he  succeeded 
Dr.  Hampshire  as  pharmacist  at  University  College  Hospital, 
where  the  work  had  been  made  easy  by  Dr.  Hampshire.

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Unprofitable  Insurance  Dispensing 

Sir, — In  any  appeal  for  extra  National  Health  Insurance 
payments  the  principal  fact  to  be  borne  in  mind  is  additional 
work  and  time  involved  owing  to  war  conditions.  Time  is  monej'-, 
and  in  a  busy  shop  time  spent  on  N.H.I,  is  so  much  less  time 
for  more  profitable  work.  Half  the  local  physicians  went  away  on 
hospital  or  war  work ;  one  was  killed  in  the  black-out  and  the 
others  could  not  make  their  calls  as  quickly  in  the  dark.  The 
result  has  been  new  calligraphy  to  study,  strange  scripts  from 
doctors  new  to  N.H.I.,  frequent  mistakes — as  when  a  patient 
asks  for  "white  mixture  as  usual,"  and  the  doctor  has  to  guess 
whether  it  is  mist.  alb.  or  emuls.  phenolphth.  We  have  had  to  be 
dispenser  and  physician,  besides  guide,  philosopher  and  friend  to 
patient  and  doctor  alike.  Fee,  3d. — Yours  faithfully, 

Co-operation  (5/4). 

Sir, — Discussing  the  fees  for  Insurance  dispensing  at  Blackpool 
(C  &■  D.,  March  30,  p.  242),  a  speaker  gave  as  example  that  a 
pharmacist  handling  300  scripts  a  week,  could  earn  only  £6  5s. 
in  fees,  from  which  overheads  must  be  deducted.  If  we  take  the 
usual  profits  in  a  chemist's  bu.siness  to  be  one-third  gross,  with 
22  per  cent,  expenses,  wliich  are  considered  to  approximate  to 
the  average,  this  means  that  two-thirds  of  the  gross  profit  goes 
to  pay  expenses.  If  the.se  percentages  are  applied  to  the  example 
given,  it  will  be  found  that  out  of  the  £G  5s.  only  41s.  8d.  is  left 
after  deducting  the  overhead  charges.  Three  hundred  scripts 
a  week,  assuming  a  six-day  week,  is  fifty  a  day,  and  if  one  person 
has  to  do  the  whole  of  the  work,  serving  each  customer  twice, 
dispensing  the  medicine,  filling  up  stocks,  making  solutions, 
looking  up  orders  and  doing  the  clerical  work,  it  would  keep  him 
fairly  busy  practically  the  whole  of  his  time.  Can  it  be  said  that 
the  amount  received  is  an  adequate  return  for  his  capital  outlay 
and  responsibility  ?  And  this  example  is  estimated  at  5d.  a 
script,  but  in  practice  some  of  them  would  carry  lower  fees. 
To  read  the  reports  of  the  meetings  in  different  districts  one 
would  gain  the  impression  that  pharmacy  has  arrived  at  a  condi- 
tion of  stalemate.  It  is  not  considered  the  proper  time  to  ask 
for  increased  fees  for  N.H.I,  work,  although  expenses  and  the 
cost  of  living  are  gradually  rising,  and  all  classes  of  workers  are 
receiving  increased  pay.  If  this  is  not  the  time  to  press  for  more 
adequate  terms,  when  will  it  be  ? — Yours  faithfully. 

Panel  Chemist  (1/4). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Title 

Sir, — If  the  general  public,  hke  the  London  magistrate  referred 
to  in  your  editorial  columns  (C.  &'  D.,  March  30,  p.  250),  seems 
to  be  a  little  backward  in  grasping  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"pharmacist,"  surely  pharmacists  themselves  are  to  blame  by 
reason  of  their  persistent  neglect  of  the  term  on  their  facias 
and  printed  matter.  Ninety-nine  out  of  a  hundred  of  the  illu- 
minated signs  that  gleamed  from  our  pharmacies  in  time  of  peace, 
and  are  still  visible  by  day,  read  "Chemist,"  while  on  the  facia 
the  word  is  usually  elaborated  by  some  meaningless  adjective 
or  phrase,  e.g.,  "  Family  Chemist,"  "Chemist  by  Examination," 
and  the  like.  One  estalslishment  in  my  own  district  has  "Store 
Chemist"  (whatever  that  may  mean)  inscribed  on  either  side; 
a  little  further  up  the  street  a  provision  firm,  not  to  be  outdone, 
has  a  sign  reading  "Superstore  Grocers."  Another  near-by 
.shop  front  reads  "High-class  Chemist,"  while  in  the  Bayswater 
district  and  possibly  elsewhere  the  archaic  term  "Chymist" 
appears,  and  no  doubt  bewilders  the  public  still  further.  North 
of  the  Tweed,  nearly  every  pharmacy  displays  an  outward, 
visible  and  unmistakeable  sign  in  the  shape  of  a  large  gilded 
mortar  and  pestle.  If  every  proprietor  installed  such  a  sign,  and 
contented  himself  with  the  description  "Pharmacist"  on  the 
facia,  much  would  be  achieved  in  educating  the  public  to 
appreciate  the  exclusive  and  professional  nature  of  our  calling.

The  Oldest  Profession 

Sir, — Your  correspondent,  "  Belfastiensis "  (C.  6-  D.,  April  6,

Inm 
advocacy  of  the  historical  precedence  of  pharmacy  over  th 
faculty  of  physic  it  would  seem  that  the  inference  to  be  draw 
from  the  phrase  was  sufficiently  clear  and  incapable  of  bearin 
the  imputation  which  this  communication  is  designed  to  rebu

A  Retailers'  Attitude  to  Advertising 

Sir, — The  article  "Co-operate  with  the  Advertiser"  (C.  cS- 
April  6,  p.  260)  is  written  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  manu 
facturer.  I  should  like  to  put  forward  a  retail  chemist 
impressions.  The  argument  about  frequency  of  turnover  doe 
not  carry  much  weight  when  the  margin  of  profit  is  less  than  thi 
percentage  of  overhead  charges.  Most  pharmacists  feel  with  me 
I  think,  that  a  good  many  advertised  proprietary  remedies  an 
merely  the  drugs  that  are  packed  and  sold  by  chemists  in  tht 
normal  practice  of  their  business,  marketed  under  a  proprietar) 
brand  or  name.  This  actually  encroaches  on  the  chemist's  trade 
by  inducing  people  to  ask  for  a  branded  article  having  a  lowei 
rate  of  profit.  It  also  diverts  customers  to  shops  kept  by  un 
qualified  traders,  for  manufacturers  try  to  get  as  many  stockists 
as  possible,  irrespective  of  their  class  of  trade,  in  order — to  use 
the  current  phrase — -to  multiply  "points  of  distribution." 
pushing  advertised  goods  in  preference  to  (his  own)  non 
advertised  goods  of  equal  quality,  the  chemist  is  thus  renouncing 
his  professional  training  to  become  a  mere  distributor,  and  giving 
an  opportunity  to  unqualified  persons  to  sell  what  should 
chemists'  lines.  The  result  may  be  seen  today  in  the  appearance 
of  many  chemists'  windows,  the  difficulty  in  distinguishing  them 
from  those  of  other  shops,  and  the  changed  interiors  of  phar 
macies  (disappearance  of  shop  rounds  and  absence  of  professional 
atmosphere).  Looking  now  at  the  use  of  showcards,  it  would 
seem  that  if  a  proprietary  is  so  well  known  that  it  is  in  constant 
demand,  it  needs  no  window  show,  because  every  customer  takes 
it  for  granted  that  the  product  is  in  stock.  The  only  occasion  for 
showing  the  cards  is,  then,  when  a  display  is  stipulated  as  part  of 
special  terms  for  direct  or  bonus  parcels.  Whether  the  amount  of 
extra  discount,  or  of  goods  in  lieu  of  discount,  is  sufficient  return 
for  the  window  space  occupied  is  a  matter  for  the  individual 
chemist  to  settle  according  to  the  nature  of  his  business  and  its 
situation.  Personally  I  consider  one  can  get  a  better  return  from 
one's  own  packs.  When  it  comes  to  a  new  line  there  is  something 
to  be  said  for  the  argument  that  a  display  conveys  to  the  passer-by 
that  stock  is  held,  but  the  chemist's  difficulty  is  that — speaking 
of  peace-time  conditions — new  Unes  come  out  too  frequently. 
Is  it  expected  that  the  chemist  should  immediately  order  and 
display  them  ?  There  is  no  need  to  point  out  to  a  retailer  the 
impossibility  of  this  course.  Even  if  it  could  be  done,  not  every 
new  proprietary  comes  to  stay.  Some  manufacturers  send  a  free 
package  so  that  the  chemist  shall  have  at  least  one  example  in 
stock  for  the  first  customer,  but  I  can  recall  some  lines  that  have 
never  attracted  that  first  buyer,  although,  from  the  advertising 
matter  sent  out,  one  was  led  to  believe  they  were  going  to  be  best 
sellers.  Another  point  is  that  a  window  display  may  remind  a 
person  to  add  the  item  to  her  grocery  order.  Why  should 
chemists  advertise,  for  example,  hair  preparations  or  shaving 
requisites,  which  men  see  every  time  they  sit  in  the  hairdresser's 
chair  ?  Most  people  are  obliged  to  visit  the  hairdresser  at  some 
time  or  other,  but  there  is  no  necessity  to  enter  the  chemist's. 

Another  statement,  point  4  (help  in  "clearing  the  goods  oft 
the  shelves"),  is  perhaps  worded  rather  unhappily.  If  the  pro- 
duct is  in  good  demand  and  a  ready  seller  as — one  is  apparently 
meant  to  infer — all  advertised  goods  are,  the  retailer  should  not 
require  any  help  in  clearing  it  off  his  shelves.

STATUTORY  COMMITTEE  MEETI 

As  briefly  reported  in  last  week's  C.  &>  D.  Coloured  Suppl 
(p.  xi)  a  chemist  who  had  been  convicted  of  offences  again 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  was  not  struck  off  the  Ri 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  when  an  inquiry  was  held 
Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on  ^ 
Mr.  Castle,  who  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmacy  j 
Society,  told  the  chairman,  Mr.  G.  R.  Hill,  that  the  d 
person  had  three  pharmaceutical  businesses  in  the  Mafie 
district.    On  May  10,  an  inspector  of  the  Society  visitd 
premises  conducted  by  the  affected  person  in  company 
an  agent,  Mr.  Baxter.    The  inspector  instructed  Baxi 
make  a  purchase  of  a  prescription  containing  digitalis,,  anl 
some  Dodo  tablets.    The  agent  went  into  the  shop  am 
attended  to  by  a  young  woman  assistant.  He  was  supplied  1 
assistant  with  the  prescription  and  the  tablets,  and  then  Id 
shop.  The  inspector  then  entered  the  shop  and  inquired  fi 
affected  person,  and  the  assistant  said  that  she  did  not 
when  he  was  expected  back.    Acc.ording  to  the  assistani 
affected  person  had  left  the  shop  shortly  before  the  arrival 
inspector.  The  inspector  waited  until  5  o'clock  in  the  after 
and  she  then  went  away  and  returned  at  6.35  p.m.  She  wa 
unable  to  meet  the  affected  person,  and  returned  the  folk 
day  at  about  12.30  p.m.    She  pointed  out  the  offence  he 
committed  by  allowing  an  unqualified  person  to  sell  the  po 
He  explained  that  he  had  been  unwell  during  the  day  anc 
left  the  shop  early.  He  also  went  on  to  explain  that  his 
had  sent  him  a  message  that  he  was  ill,  and  he  had  gone  to 
The  affected  person  was  prosecuted  and  fined.  That  was  no 
only  part  of  the  story,  because  the  inspector  had  visitec 
affected  person's  premises  on  a  number  of  occasions  in  the  t 
or  nine  months  preceding  these  offences  and  had  always  f  i 
extreme  difficulty  in  finding  him. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Jones  (for  the  affected  person)  interposed,  and  1 
that  he  had  come. before  the  Committee  ready  to  meet  the  sp 
charges,  and  he  did  not  think  it  was  right  that  other  ma 
should  be  mentioned.  ■ 

The  chairman  said  he  did  not  think  the  Committee  could 
out  any  evidence  of  how  the  business  had  been  conducted 
to  the  conyiction.  It  seemed  to  him  that  once  it  was  proved 
a  chemist  was  guilty  of  certain  laxity  in  the  management  0 
business,  the  Committee  should  know  something  of  his  chara 

Giving  evidence  on  his  own  behalf,  the  affected  person  sai 
lived  about  five  minutes  away  from  this  particular  shop, 
assistant.  Miss  Williams,  was  an  apprentice  just  finishing 
third  year,  and  he  became  qualified  about  eight  years  ago. 
the  occasion  of  the  first  conviction,  he  was  summoned  for  sel 
morphine,  although  he  did  so  personally,  because  one  of 
other  businesses  had  been  transferred  to  his  wife.  In  conne: 
with  the  present  inquiry,  on  the  day  in  question  he  had  a  g 
deal  of  work  to  do,  and  he  received  a  telephone  message  tha 
father  was  very  ill  from  angina  pectoris,  and  he  went  in 
afternoon  to  see  him.  When  the  inspector  called  the  next  c 
he  explained  to  her  what  had  happened,  and  she  advised  bin 
write  about  the  circumstances  to  the  Society.  He  mentioned  ' 
Miss  Williams  had  said  that  pressure  had  been  brought  to  h 
upon  her  to  sell  the  prescription,  and  he  wrote  a  letter  to 
Society  the  following  day  mentioning  that  fact.  He  did  not 
Miss  Williams  as  a  witness  at  the  police  court,  because  the  sti 
ment  that  she  had  been  pressed  to  sell  the  prescription  was 
contradicted  in  correspondence.  He  had  always  conducted 
business  properly,  and  had  been  Vice-President  of  the  lO 
Chamber  of  Trade.  Except  for  these  matters,  no  complaint  1 
ever  been  made  against  him.  It  seemed  to  him  as  though  M 
Stephenson  had  deliberately  waited  for  him  to  go  out  of  the  sh 

After  a  short  retirement,  the  chairman  said  that  the  Commit 
did  not  feel  that  this  was  a  case  where  they  should  order  that 
affected  person's  name  should  be  removed  from  the  register, 
the  same  time,  they  were  satisfied  that  in  the  past  there  had  b< 
considerable  laxity  about  the  management  of  the  three  business 
They  were  not  at  all  sure  that  it  was  desirable  that  a  man,  w 
was  in  the  position  of  general  manager  of  three  businesses, 
capable  of  devoting  careful  supervision  to  any  one  chemis 
shop.  They  were  afraid  that  if  he  continued  to  try  to  run  0 
business  as  though  he  had  nothing  else  to  do,  similar  inciden 
would  occur  in  the  future,  for  which  he  would  have  to  hear  t 
responsibility.  The  Committee  would  then  probably  view  it  ii^ 
graver  light  than  in  the  present  occurrences.

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METHOD  OF  PRICING  PRESCRIPTIONS 

DISPENSED  MEDICINES 

There  are  two  systems  of  charging  for  medicines  dispensed  on  pre- 
scription, as  follows  : — 

I.  RAPID  METHOD. — -The  cost  represents  a  definite  proportion  of 
the  charge  and  refers  to  ordinary  drugs  and  chemicals  with  infusions  or 
decoctions.  Tinctures,  syrups,  extracts,  if  prescribed  in  any  quantity, 
require  the  price  adjusting  by  the  list  according  to  Method  2.  The  prices 
quoted  are  exclusive  of  containers.  (See  below.)

Larger  quantities,  or  those  containing  appreciable  amounts  of  tinctures, 
etc.,  should  be  priced  by  Method  2. 

2.  COSTING  METHOD.— This  method  is  calculated  on  the  average 
time  taken  for  the  various  operations  involved  in  dispensing,  and  is  based 
on  the  recommendations  in  1915  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Drug  Tariff  and  the  results  obtained  by  numerous 
correspondents.  The  three  components  of  the  price  of  a  prescription  to 
be  added  together  are  as  follows  : — 

A.  The  selling  prices  in  this  list  are  calculated  upon  costing  principles, 
and  form  a  correct  basis  for  obtaining  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. For  finding  the  price  of  drachm  quantities  other  than  those  quoted  in 
the  list,  the  rule  that  should  be  adopted  is  to  divide  the  ounce  quantity  by 
seven  and  multiply  the  figures  obtained  by  the  number  of  drachms  required. 

B.  Prices  of  containers  are  given  in  the  list.  (See  below.) 

C.  Special  "  oncost  "  included  in  the  terms  "  time  "  and  "  labour  "  to 
perform  the  work,  and  the  special  establishment  charges  of  the  dispen- 
sary above  and  beyond  that  already  included  in  the  distribution  "oncost." 

Modem  medical  treatment  sometimes  requires  forms  of  medication 
needing  long  periods  of  time  in  their  preparation.  No  standard  fee  can 
be  laid  dovm  since  time,  the  guiding  factor,  is  unknown  until  the  prescription 
is  completed.  A  basic  figure  covering  time  with  its  essential  oncost  and 
actual  labour  may  be  calculated  on  a  rate  of  60d.  per  hour  or  portions  thereof 
in  making  up  the  final  professional  charge. 

The  accountant's  figures  for  "  oncost  "  are  as  follows  ; —

HINTS  ON  STOCKTAKING 

The  simplest  way  to  regulate  stocks  and  to  ascertain  their  value  at  any  given; 
time  is  by  departmentalising  the  business.  This  enables  incoming  and 
outgoing  goods  to  be  controlled  and  provides  the  most  satisfactory  basis  for 
ascertaining  net  profit.  The  process  of  stocktaking  is  greatly  simplified  bythe 
use  of  the  C.  &  D.  Stocktaking  Sheets,  used  in  conjunction  with  the  C.  &  D. 
Retail  Price  List.  These  sheets,  issued  in  the  form  of  a  pad  (price  2s.  6d., 
post  free)  eliminate  75  per  cent,  of  the  laborious  and  unprofitable  task  of 
wTitmg  out  a  long  list  of  stock  items.  The  extended  list  is  arranged  in  sections 
or  departments  jind  the  pricing  arrangement  is  progressive  to  the  final  amount. 
The  best  way  to  use  the  stocktaking  sheets  is  for  one  person  to  call  out  the 
quantity  of  the  drug  or  chemical  and  for  another  to  enter  it  on  the  sheet.  If 
costs  or  prices  are  known  to  the  stocktaker,  they  should  always  be  inserted 
at  the  same  time.  The  quantity-rate  should  be  determined  by  the  amount 
usually  bought  at  reasonable  intervals,  the  aim  being  to  turn  stock  over  at 
least  five  to  six  times  a  year.  When  the  stocktaking  is  finished,  extend  the 
cost  by  means  of  the  C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List,  prices  in  which  are  revised 
quarterly,  and  transfer  the  total  of  each  section  to  the  special  summary  sheet 
provided.  Where  syrups  or  glycerin  are  taken  by  volume,  divide  the  lb.  cost 
by  12  to  get  the  fluid  ounce  cost.  Where  a  lb.  cost  is  given  for  tinctures  or 
spirits  divide  by  18  to  get  the  price  per  fluid  ounce.  The  method  is  not 
uniformly  accurate,  but  the  margin  of  error  is  negligible.  Where  the  ounce 
cost  is  given,  divide  by  7  to  get  the  drachm  price.  Where  the  drachm  cost 
is  given,  divide  by  50  to  get  the  grain  price.  Stock  lines  other  than  drugs  are- 
set  out  where  a  common  basis  can  be  given.  They  are  best  grouped  according 
to  cost :  100  items  at  Is.  3d.  ;  47  at  Is.  6d.  ;  and  so  on  ;  but  this  presupposes 
that  the  stock  is  arranged  in  an  orderly  manner.  Space  is  provided  for  items 
not  given  in  the  printed  list ;  standardising  stock  lines  in  a  chemist's  business- 
is  admittedly  difficult,  but  much  can  be  done  to  ease  the  burden  of  stock- 
taking if  the  principle  of  standardisation  is  put  into  effect  wherever  possibli 
STOCK  means  goods  for  sale  ;  FIXTURES  are  valued  separately,  because 
they  are  charged  to  the  capital  account.
